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A BRO K EN BLIZZARD. 
T he W eather M oderating in N ew Y ork— 
B usiness R esum ed. 
N ew Y o r k , March 11th.—The sun was 
shining brightly this morning and the 
weather moderating. Travel on the ele­ 
vated roads is tully restored, but some roads 
are still impassible. There is no improve­ 
ment in the condition of the telegraph 
wires. The South and East are entirely 
cut off and there is little, if any, com­ 
munication with the West. 
UNWHOLESOME EXPERIENCES. 
Reports received show that people living 
in New Jersey towns who started for New 
York Monday had a dreadful experience. 
Many trains were snowed in a few miles 
from the city and the passengers compelled 
to sleep on the trains or wade through the 
snow to look for shelter in the villages. 
A number of persons are reported as hav­ 
ing suffered seriously from the cold and ex­ 
posure. 
At Elizabethport a dozen employes of the 
Singer Sewing Machine Works started for 
their homes, and several of them were 
badly frozen. The party walked over three 
miles through deep snow and in the face of 
a terrible gale. 
FROZEN TO DEATH. 
One man, named Ellis, was picked up 
out of the snow stiff and breathless. He 
was carried into the railway station, where 
he soon died. 
CONDITION OF AFFAIRS IN NEW’ JERSEY. 
P a terso n (N. J.), March 14th.—The 
snow-storm, which set in on Sunday night, 
was the greatest ever known bere. The 
fearful gale piled up enormous drifts and 
did great damage. The drifts in the streets 
are fifteen and twenty feet high. The in­ 
mates of many dwellings are completely 
shut in. 
Hundreds who left here for New York 
Monday morning were snow-bound in the 
cars for two days a few miles away, and 
could not get either way nor communicate 
with their families. 
NARROW ESCAPE FROM FREEZING. 
There were hundreds of narrow escapes 
from perishing in the streets here on Mon­ 
day night. The police rescued scores of 
men, women and children, w’ho had to 
sleep in the station-houses. 
Many buildings were damaged bv the 
wind. The Market-street Methodist Church 
spire was bent and twisted. Mills were 
unroofed and huge trees blown down. 
FEARS OF GREAT LOSS OF LIFE. 
Several passengers are reported here as 
missing, and are perhaps lost in the snow. 
There are fears of great loss of life in the 
country districts. Coal and milk are 
scarce, and poor people are suffering for 
the necessaries of life. 
EIGHTEEN FILOT-BOATS MISSING. 
N ew Y ork, March 14th.—Of ihe twenty- 
nine stanch pilot boats that make up the 
harbor fleet of New York two are safe in 
port, having outridden the storm. Nine 
were wrecked on Monday, and the eighteen 
which were out in the open sea remain 
utterly unheard of. The experiences of the 
men on the boats wrecked was something 
terrible. It seems almost miraculous that 
there should have been no loss of life. 
TELEGRAPH LINE DISASTERS. 
At the Western Union office it is said 
that 700 telegraph poles are down along 
the Pennsylvania Road between this city 
and Washington, and it is not expected 
that things will be running as usual before 
a week, at least. 
No through mails have been received 
since Sunday. 
The Fourth Avenue horse-car line has 
some cars running. 
TWENTY-FIVE DEATHS IN NEW JERSEY. 
New York, March 14tli.—The deaths in 
Essex county, New Jersey, from the bliz­ 
zard, will number about twenty-live.

The Fm lm rgo on N ecessaries of Life in 
N ew York and Brooklyn.

N ew Y o r k . March 14th.—The blizzard 
has largely increased local prices of neces­ 
saries. The market stalls are nearly empty. 
Ail sorts of meats have advanced from two 
to six cents per pound. Strawberries have 
reached $1 25 per quart. Fuel is scarce in 
all the great cities of the East. 
A large number of persons have been 
found dead, and a larger number are miss­ 
ing. 
t h e c o m pl e t e em b a rg o 
Against mails and telegraphic advices from 
nearly all the cities has occasioned great 
confusion to business. It is surmised that 
much damage must have been done at 
Coney Island, Gravesend, Jerome Park and 
Monmouth Park, which are the stabling 
centers for horse-fiesh. 
VALUABLE HORSE-FLESH. 
It is estimated that the value of the horses 
at the places named is not less than $1,750,­ 
000. There are about 1,000 persons at the 
Sheepshead Iiay Colony, where the wind 
has had a full sweep. About 200 persons 
live at Jerome Park. 
FOOD FAMINE IN BROOKLYN. 
The papers in Brooklyn this morning 
announced the condition tobe: "No milk, 
no bread, no potatoes, no meat.” 
BOSTON NEWS VIA LONDON. 
All the railroads leading from the city 
were blockaded this evening. No wheels 
had turned all day. A score of trains 
filled with passengers are tied up in the 
snow banks. 
News from Boston reached here this 
afternoon via London, by cable. Philadel­ 
phia was reached by way of Chicago and 
Pittsburg, Boston via Albany, and Wash­ 
ington via Chicago. 
Da k o t a ’s g r im h u m o r . 
A large number of small vessels are re­ 
ported lost along the coast. An odd feature 
of the season is the receipt of a telegram 
of condolence and offerings to the citizens 
of New Y'ork from the Bismarck, Dak., 
Chamber of Commerce, and from St. Paul.

BOUGH ON RACING STOCK. 
"Black and Blue” in the Mail and Exjrrcss 
says this evening : "No matter what the 
weather may do in the next few weeks in 
the way of furnishing bright and lasting 
sunshine, the harm of the past few davs 
cannot be undone, so far as the race horses 
are concerned. Animals that would have 
been ready in April for racing will not now 
be in racing trim until late in May or early 
in June. This will mean, for Eastern 
boree-owners, the loss of many rich stakes, 
as the equine champions now in training 
at Memphis, Mobile. New Orleans. Nash­ 
ville, Lexington and other Southern points 
will be quite ready for the spring meetings 
of the Washington, Baltimore and Brook­ 
lyn Jockey Clubs, while—with few exceD- 
tions—the horses in the vicinity will be 
raw and totally unfit for fast racing.” 
THE WORST ON RECORD. 
Accounts received from nearly all East­ 
ern points describe the storm as the worst 
on record. 
WORKING OUT OF THE DRIFTS. 
N ew Y’op.k , March 14th.—Steady pro­ 
gress toward ultimate release from the 
effects of the great storm has been made 
to-day. Large gangs of laborers worked 
all day. Two or three lines of surface cars 
began to run this afternoon, and others 
wiil follow more rapidly. It must be some 
days before all of the side streets, especially 
in the poorer quarters, can be opened, anil 
the greatly-needed supplies of fuel and 
provisions be in. 
Fortunately the temperature has risen, 
and the suffering from lack of coal will be 
much lessened. 
TWO HUNDRED DELAYED FUNERALS. 
New Y'obk. March 14th.—A ghastly feat­ 
ure connected with the blockade is the large 
number of funerals delayed. There are 


H ow N ew York L egislator* P assed the 
Tim e in th e Snowdrift, 
Albany (N. Y'.), March 14th.—A num­ 
ber of members of the State Legislature, 
who had been snow-bound near Schenectady 
arrived to-day.

AXVFUL LOSS OF LIFB. 
V essels th at Foundered w ith A ll the Peo- 
pie on Hoard. 
P h il a d e l p h ia , March 14th. — Captain 
Burns, of the brig Startle, which returned 
from Delaware Capes to-day, reports having 
had a terrible time during the storm. He 
feared that nearly all the schooners which 
passed through the Capes since the begin­ 
ning of the blizzard have bien lost. He 
saw several vessels go down near the iron 
pier at Lewes, one with all on hoard, but 
he was unable to render any assistance. 


IM PRISONED PEO PLE. 
R ailroad P assengers Snowed in Since 
L ast M onday N ight. 
R e a d in g (Pa.), March 14th.— On the 
Wilmington and Northern road there is a 
train in the snow-drift- near Dupont,which 
has been there with six passengers on 
board since 11 o’clock on Monday night. 
Their sufferings from hunger and cold can 
better be imagined than described. 
Several other trains on the same road are 
snowed in, and the passengers and crews 
have taken shelter in farm-houses. 
TERRIBLE STORIES OF SUFFERING 
Are told by men engaged in opening the 
roads. The dead bodies of three men have 
been found between here and Pottstown. 
Many cattle perished. 
Farmers are still unable to reach the city, 
and milk and country produce command 
premiums. 
FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE. 
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FREDERICK 'S EFFUSIONS. 
C onservative G erm an P apers C riticise the 
Em peror’s P olicy. 
B e r l in , March 14th.—Advanced Con­ 
servative newspapers expressed disappoint­ 
ment at what they call Emperor Fred­ 
erick’s effusions, considering nis views an­ 
tiquated and not coriesponding with the 
great questions of the day. 
Conservative papers reserve their opinion 
except to reject the idea that his reference 
to religious toleration is directed against an 
anti-Semitic campaign. 
The 
Liberals 
greatly approve his utterances, while sci­ 
entific and art circles greet them as herald­ 
ing a new era. 
Newspapers of all the European Cap­ 
itals praise the utterances of Frederick, but 
there is much discussion as to whether or 
not the character of his proclamation is due 
to assistance from Bismarck. The only 
note of disallegiance heard as yet emanates 
from the anti-Semitic party, both in Ger­ 
many and Austria. 


RUSSIA AND GERM ANY. 
The Czar’a Son to R epresent H im at E m ­ 
peror W illiam ’s F uneral. 
S t . P e t e r sb u r g , March 14th.—The Official 
Messenger says : The Czarovich’s journey 
to Berlin to represent his father at the 
funeral of Emperor William shows the 
close ties of friendship and confidence 
that have long united the two Imperial 
houses, anil to which Emperor William re­ 
mained faithful to the end, and which re­ 
main equally strong with Emperor Fred­ 
erick. These ties, as they have been in the 
past, will be a pledge of the durability of 
the friendly relations between Russia and 
Germany, so necessary for their mutual 
welfare, and for preventing international 
complications. 
ALIVE AN D K ICK ING. 
The Irish N ational L eague Sahl to he 
Solid on Its P ins. 
D u b l in , March 14th.—At a meeting of 
the National League here yesterday, Kenny, 
member of Parliament, announced that 
since the last meeting £5.000 have been re­ 
ceived from America for the benefit of 
evicted tenants. Instead of the League 
being in a dying condition, as its enemies 
asserted, it showed more vitality than it 
had ever shown before. The comribulious 
received by the League during the past fort­ 
night, he said, were three times greater 
than those in the same period in 1887. 


CANADA. 
D ecliue Id the Shipping Industry of the 
N eighboring D om inion. 
O tta w a (Ont.), March 14tli.—The annual 
report of the Minister of Marine shows 
that the shipping industry of Canada is 
declining. The number of vessels regis­ 
tered in Canada to-day is 7,778, less than 
any year since 1875.

VETERANS IN COUNCIL. 
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GETTING INTO LIN E. 
The R epublican State Convention to M eet 
at Sacram ento Atay 1st. 
S a n F ra n c isc o, March 14th.—A meeting 
of the Republican State Central Committee 
was held this afternoon, for the purpose of 
fixing a time and place for holding a State 
Convention to elect delegates to the Na­ 
tional Convention. Chairman Williams 
presided. The following members of the 
Executive Committee were present: A. P. 
Williams, James R. Finlayson, Horace 
Davis, David McClure, Jacob Greenebaum, 
Charles F. Bassett, Thomas B. Shannon 
and Chris. Green. 
Chairman Williams, in calling the meet­ 
ing to order, briefly stated its object, and 
had read the call of the National Com­ 
mittee. 
On motion of H. W. Magee, of Los An­ 
geles, a committee of five to draft a call for 
the State Convention was appointed, con­ 
sisting of Messrs. Magee of Los Angeles, 
Baker of Tulare, Brown of El Dorado, 
Franck of Santa Clara, and Kidder of Ne­ 
vada. 
The Chair also appointed a Committee 
on Order and Business, consisting of Schell 
of Los Angeles, Burbank of Marin, Knight 
of Yuba, Campbell of Alameda, and Mc­ 
Clure of San Francisco. 
David McClure moved, and it was carried, 
that the State Convention shall be held on 
Tuesday, May 1st, at 3 o’clock. 
T. B. Shannon then moved that it meet 
at Sacramento, and the motion was carried 
without debate.

John F. Swift, candidate for Governor at 
the last election, was also called upon 
He said there never was a time when sue 
cess seemed more probable than this 
year. The defeat of 1884 was. in his opin­ 
ion, due to the long continuance of the 
Republicans in power and the consequence 
of the mistiust which naturally grows up 
in such a case. Mr. Swift referred to pro­ 
tection, expressing the belief that as a 
principle it is right and will eventually 
prevail. 
Resolutions suggesting the formation of 
Republican Central Clubs on the plan 
of those recently organized in this city, 
were offered by Kidder ot Nevada, and 
adopted. 
Speeches were also made by Magee of 
Los Angeles, Judge Hamilton of Alameda 
Schell of Stanislaus, and Garoutte of Y’olc 
when the committee adjourned.

J 
G rass V a l l e y, March 14th.—This morn­ 
ing abont 8:10 o’vlock the people of this 
town were filled with alarm when the fa­ 
miliar whistle of the Empire Mine was 
heard in rapid, short blasts of warning. 
Scarcely had the echo of the last blast died 
away when a heavy explosion, that rattled 
every building in the town, changed alarm 
to dread on the part of those, particularly, 
having father, brothers and sons at work 
at ihe mine. 
Yesterday there were fourteen cases of 
vigorite powder hauled from the company’s 
store, which was put in the dry-house, in­ 
stead of storing it in the powder-house as 
usual. It is supposed that one of the 
miners, before going down the mine, left 
his lighted candle sticking in the wall, 
which caught fire from it and smoldered 
away till about an hour after the miners 
went under ground. It was then dis­ 
covered that 
THE DRY-HOUSE WAS IN FLAMES. 
The men on top were called to, and they 
went for the hose and had just got it con­ 
nected and were about to turn on the water, 
when the explosion took place. 
For hundreds of yards around are scat­ 
tered pieces of sheet-iron, formerly the 
roofing, twisted and torn out of all resem­ 
blance to its original shape. Broken tim­ 
bers, clothing, shoes, boots, cans, scraps of 
castiron and stones are thickly sirewn to 
every point ot the compass. There was 
not a whole window in the hoisting works 
or mill. 
The hoisting works building was badly 
damaged. The whole side next to the dry- 
bonse was more or less rent.

SOLDIERS MUST EAT. 


DrlvlDg a H erd o í Seals. 
This driving of the fur seal inland is 
not _ uninteresting. A number of Aleuts 
having gotten between the animals on 
the shore—most of them probably asleep— 
and the water’s edge, the latter, awakening 
and finding their retreat to the surf cut 
cut oft, scramble further up on the land. 
The Aleuts, probably a dozen in number, 
form a sort ot funnel-shaped skirmish line 
and approach the animals that keep retir­ 
ing before them. To prevent their being 
overheated by exertion, which might affect 
the skin, if not immediately stripped from 
the slain auintal, they are seldom driven 
more than half a mile an hour, and often 
allowed to rest. As far as possible, the 
selection is made from male animals about 
three or four years old, when the fur is in 
the prime; but as the maximum of strength 
and belligerency is not reached for a few 
years after this, it is easy to see why the 
best animals for fur have not the best, 
places on the rookeries, but are found 
skulking ofi by themselves. So numerous 
are they, and so easy to drive to the kill- 
ing-grounds, that ’ the Aleuts have no 
trouble in securing the whole 100,000 in a 
week or ten days over a month’s time. 
There is an object in hurrying the work, as 
the skins are better earlier iu the season, 
but if there lie much warm weather dur­ 
ing this time the driving is slower and all 
other work is correspondingly retarded. 
The seals having cooled off for two or 
three hours, they are killed in herds of 
about one hundred to one hundred and 
fifty strong, by striking them on the head 
with peculiarly-shaped cluiis, made partic­ 
ularly for this purpose. If the day is 
warm they skin the animals rapidly, kill­ 
ing but few at a time, but if cold they ¿ an 
kill even a thousand or so before beginning 
work in taking the skins, it takes about 
five minutes to skin a seal, a work that is 
very severe, although in cases it has been 
done by very active men in a minute and 
a half.— Woman, for March.

THE BEPUILICAN PASTY LOCALLY. 


Xow th at th e smoke of battle has cleared 
away, let the Republicans reflect caí inly 
upon the causes which led to the recent 
upheaval, and resolve that they shall no 
ruore operate in Sacramento politics. 
The 
party in Sacramento to-day is stronger 
than for many years in the past, and it 
will continue to gain in power from this 
tim e forward, since it has proven that it 
has the ability to correct its own errors 
and ¡ urge itself of vicious humors. 
There ought to be found no Republican 
whc voted with the majority on Tuesday 
so insensible to the true spirit of the new 
movement as to rejoice over the defeat of 
the minority.

The party has 
prohibited, beyond all question of rejtetition 
such frauds as defeated the will of its vot­ 
ers in the late primary. 
It has pledged 
itself that the machinery of the party shall 
be used lawfully in ascertaining the wishes 
of the memliership. 
It has assured its fol­ 
lowing of fair play and cleanliness in all 
internal contests, and has expressed itself 
as abhorring the methods so long employed 
to “run’ elections, striking examples of 
which were witnessed at two of the polling 
places on Tuesday, and it has emphatic­ 
ally voiced its decree that municipal con­ 
trol shall not be made the cover for slave- 
driving. 
There is no self-respecting Republican 
in this city who for one moment lifts his 
voice in defense of those things against 
which the protest has been entered. There 
were many who did not believe that the 
means adopted by the Independent Re­ 
publicans to achieve the end desired by all 
except the bosses, were the best and wisest, 
and their opinions had respectful consider­ 
ation. 
They were, we think, in error, and 
we lielieve they are now themselves con­ 
vinced that a mere revolt w ithin the party 
— against fraud and bulldozing—and re­ 
fusal to accept outside aid to make it suc­ 
cessful, would have resulted either in a 
Democratic victory or the complete and 
lasting trium ph of the very influences it 
was necessary to break down to save the 
party from permanent disruption.

NOT A PARTISAN TKIUMUPH. 


1 lie San francisco Examiner makes an 
amusing blunder in claiming the recent 
election in this city to be a Democratic 
victory. 
There is not a Democrat in Sac­ 
ramento who would have the temeritv to 
prefer that claim. The truth is that the 
contest was in no sense political. 
The hot­ 
test of the battle was fought over a Fire 
Commissionership, and a Republican was 
elected; in fact, for that chair both con­ 
testants were Republicans. The struggle 
on the part of the victors was not against 
Republicans, nor yet against Democrats; 
it was not to elect either Republicans or 
Democrats as such. 
It was a successful 
eflbrt to clear the municipal decks for 
economic governm ent; to give assurance of 
fair play in local politics; to inaugurate a 
reform movement against odious bossism. 
The result was the election of a new Chief 
of Police whom the people believe thev 
can trust, and an independent man not 
under boss dom ination; of a Democratic 
City 
Trustee, 
a 
Fire 
Commissioner 
and City Attorney who are independent 
of the same influences, and the choice of a 
Republican as a second Commissioner for 
the Fire Department against whom the 
bosses leveled all their shafts, and whose 
induction into office is at once an emphatic 
rebuke to the objectionable agencies of the 
bosses, and an assurance that the Fire De 
partm ent will be kept free from polities. 
It was likewise a protest against the im- 
¡•ortation of either Democratic or Repub­ 
lican roughs and bruisers to run elections 
for the citizens of .Sacramento. 
The j>eople unmistakably put it on 
record on Tuesday that they will not 
longer submit to be browbeaten, bullied 
and robbed of their electoral rights by 
home or imported hireling ruffians who 
do the bidding of the bosses. 
The fruits 
o f the labors of Tuesday are to lie pre­ 
served. 
The Republicans of the city, how- 
over divided temporarily on that day in 
opinion as to the best methods to employ 
for reform, are a unit for the future in the 
determ ination to use all lawful means and 
exercise vigilance to secure clean elections 
fair representation and unpacked party 
Conventions. 
Sacramento is a Republican city. 
In 
every branch of its government the Repub­ 
lican party lias the control, and it is not 
proposed to change their political com­ 
plexion. 
The Examiner will be a great 
many years older before it will be able to 
truthfully record a Democratic victory in 
the city of Sacramento. 


THE QUARANTINE STATION. 


The Attorney-General of the State has 
decided that it is discretionary with the 
Governor whether he and the State Board 
of H ealth can use #1,000 of the “ conta­ 
gious disease fuud ” to send an agent to 
W ash!acton to secure the passage of a 
quarantine station bill. 
It would seem 
that there ought to 1« some better means 
of presenting the pressing need for such a 
station thau by employing an ageut to 
advocate the claim. 
The Senators and 
Representatives of the State fully under­ 
stand the question, they have access to the 
departm ent that 
must recommend the 
establishment of .-u.-li a station, and they 
c m present the whole m atter to Congress 
better than an agent can do to members 


“ upon the outside.” The ten thousand 
dollars in the contagious diseases fund was 
never put t'^ere with any intention th at it 
should b - used for |>ort quarantine pur­ 
poses. 
I t was intended to be applied to 
interm r and border quarantine only, and 
th e debates upon th e bill will show it. 
T he 
purpose 
was 
to 
enable 
the 
Board 
in 
case 
of 
emergency 
to 
prevent the introduction of small-pox, 
yellow fever, cholera and the like from ad­ 
joining States and from Mexico. 
The ne­ 
cessity for such a fund was urged before 
two Legislatures liefore it was created, and 
the gentlemen of the State Board of 
H ealth who labored for the appropriation 
never contemplated any diversion of any 
part of the fund for quarantine station 
purposes upon the coast. 
W e say this ad­ 
visedly and with full knowledge of the 
understanding had by both houses of Leg­ 
islature about the m atter. 
It Is to be 
hoped that the #1,000 will not be used as 
suggested. 
In our opinion it would be a 
waste of good money. 
The whole ques­ 
tion of a California quarantine station is 
well understood at 
Washington. 
The 
proper authority once offered to California 
to join witli her in establishing such a sta­ 
tion, and went so far as to appoint a com­ 
mission to examine sites and act in con­ 
junction with the State Board of H ealth. 
A site was selected and the Government 
was ready to go on with its share of the 
work of erecting buildings, but California 
refused to take any further steps. 
The 
Legislature was frightened out of tl^e 
scheme by the San Francisco press with a 
Chinese bugaboo. 
W e very much fear 
therefore that no station will lie estab­ 
lished by the Government in California 
until our Legislature meets and manifests 
a right disposition in the m atter and 
agrees that the State shall assume half the 
cost. 


FREDERICK. 


The Radical German Conservatives do 
not think the new Emperor abreast with 
the age, while to those people out of the 
German atmosphere, his proclamation has 
a tone full of good promise. It is certainly 
statesmanlike, strong and clear. 
It is very 
evident th at if Frederick’s life is spared 
his reign will be a mild and tolerant one. 
The drift of the nations of Europe toward 
democracy is slow, but there is a drift and 
we think we can see it reflected even in 
the proclamation of the Emperor of one 
of the greatest powers of earth. 
Fred­ 
erick proposes, so far as he is concerned, to 
jierpetuate the policy of his father, Em­ 
peror W illiam. 
H e will retain Bismarck 
in his confidence, foster popular education 
direct all his energies to the maintenance 
of peace, but will not relax industry in 
keeping up the m ilitary arm to a high 
fighting standard. 
H e believes, as did the 
late Emperor, that peace is best assured in 
a monarchy by a powerful army and a 
strong naval force. 
He proposes to be tol­ 
erant in religious privileges, and to foster 
and encourage all means to disseminate 
knowledge. 
The document is one that 
puts Emperor Frederick in the lead with 
thinking men, and proves his capacity to 
grasp great public questions and to preside 
over the German nation. 
The Radical 
Conservatives it was not expected he would 
please, but he has done better than there 
was reason to expect from one at the head 
of such a mighty power in imperialism. 


T iie Republican State Convention is to 
meet in this city in May. The selection 
of Sacramento for the sitting of the Con­ 
vention is wise. 
The city is the political 
seat of the State. 
It is the most central 
point, and to reach it occasions the least 
annoyance to delegates. 
The Republicans 
of Sacramento will give the delegates a 
hearty welcome and send them away thor­ 
oughly convinced of the loyalty of Sac­ 
ramento to the party and tiiat it will give 
an old time majority, and more too, to the 
nominee of the National Convention.

The following letter has been received 
from the United States Fish Commissioner 
in answer to some suggestions to send some 
adult male lobsters, and also some youne 
of both sexes, with the proposed shipment 
to this coast: 


W a s h in g t o n (D. C.), March 1, lsss. 
Horace D. Dunn, Sen Francisco, Cal.—I)KAI: 
Slit; I am m uch obliged to you for the sugges­ 
tion In regard to the shipm ent of lobsters to the 
west coast, They will recc .ve careful consid­ 
eration, and every precaution, based upon )>ast 
experience, will be taken to insure successful 
transit o f the lobsters during the coming sum ­ 
m er. It will be necessary to assign to this work 
one of our refrigerator ears, and since all of 
them will be actively engaged in the shad dis­ 
tribution up to t»he m iddle of June, the arrange­ 
m ents for the lobster shipm ents cannot be un ­ 
dertaken prior to th at date, but will be perfected 
as soon after that period as practicable. Very

The following letter, received in answer 
to inquiries as to the proposed opening of 
the United States Fish Hatchery at Baird, 
McCloud river, is of interest and self- 
explanatory : 
Washington (D. C.), March 1, 1888. 
Horace I). Dunn, San Francisco, Col.—D ear 
Sin; In reply to your letter of January 27th, I 
beg to say th at you are correctly informed as to 
the intention of the United States to reopen the 
work w ith salmon at Baird’s Station, Cal., the 
ensuing season, but not as to the objects of this 
undertaking. 
The results obtained w ith the Sabno quinnat 
have dem onstrated that there is no probability 
of our being able to acclim ate this soeeies in 
our Kast coast waters. The work conducted in 
past years was on a sufficient scale and for a 
sufficient length o f tim e to settle th at question 
conclusively in my opinion. The detiuite ooject 
proposed in renewing the work w ith the S<dmo 
/rtinna! is to undertake system atically the stock­ 
ing of all the salmón rivers on the Pacific coast, 
w i'h a view to m aintain the supply, and work 
will be conducted on as liberal a sciile as the ap­ 
propriations specifically m ade for th at purpose 
will perm it. 
In addition to the old stat.on on the McCloud 
river. Congress has m ade provision for another 
station in the Columbia river basin, the con­ 
struction of which is now in contem plation, to 
be completed in tim e to enter into the work of 
hatching the ensuing sum m er aud fall. 
Should the Caliiornia Commission have facil­ 
ities for hatching the eggs of this species, we 
will probably be able to (uruiBh them ail thev 
desire for that purpose.

or misrepresentation, 
his 
credit is established. 
Reliability 
is a 
virtue that is never overlooked. It implies 
strict adherence to the tru th in every in­ 
stance. 
Credit is destroyed frequently by 
failure to carry out small engagements. 
Failure to keep an appointment excites 
distrust, quite as certainly as lax business 
habits in other regards. 
The young man 
who is known to he prompt, to perform 
whatever obligation he makes, soon finds 
himself enjoying the confidence of the 
community in which he lives. 
A rigid 
rule leads to good business habits, as surely 
as indiílérenee tends to make a poor busi­ 
ness man. 
Observation teaches that strict 
integrity is a firm basis for credit.

I lle g a l V oter* B e fo re C ity J u s tic e B oat 
Y esterd a y . 
George A. Turley, who was arrested on 
Tuesday under the name of George Props, 
for casting an illegal vote at Precinct No. 1, 
was taken before City Justice of the Peace, 
C. N. Post, yesterday afternoon for examin­ 
ation. He desired further time to procure 
counsel, and his case was postponed until 
Monday next at 3 o'clock. The prisoner 
was remanded to the custody of the Sheriff 
and his bail fixed at $1,500. 
Frank Abbott, who was arrested at Pre­ 
cinct No. 2, by E. M. I.eitch, for votingunder 
the name of Wm. J. Brannigan, was taken 
before Justice Post for examination, and 
pleaded guilty. As he committed a felony 
in swearing in his vote it was necessarv to 
examine witnesses. Rev. Thomas Filben 
was put upon the stand and testified to 
having seen Abbott vote under the name 
of Brannigan. E. M. I.eitch testified that 
he was acting as a Deputy Sheriff at 
Precinct No. 2, and that Abbott swore 
in his vote under the name of William J. 
Brannigan. Abbott took the stand and 
stated that he had voted illegally, and of­ 
fered as an excuse that he was drunk and 
did not know the gravity of the offense. 
He had been given a ticket by a man and 
told to vote it, but he did not know the 
man’s name. He thought he would know 
him if he saw him again. He said he had 
been in the State about a year, and in the 
county two or three months, but that his 
name was not Brannigan. He did not re­ 
ceive any money for his vote. 
Justice Post held the prisoner to answer 
before the Superior Court, fixing his bond 
at $2,000. 
In the above cases Jay R. Brown, Assist­ 
ant District Attorney, appeared as the pro­ 
secuting officer. 
C. W. Baker was also 
present in behalf of the citizens who are 
taking an interest in seeing these cases 
prosecuted. 
There are seven other persons in the 
county jail charged with illegal voting, who 
will probably be examined to-day. One of 
them, James Morrison, was somewhat 
nettled yesterday because his First Ward 
friends did not come and bail him ont as 
they had promised to do. He said that he 
wanted to go to the County Clerk's office to 
get a certificate to vote on, but thev told 
him to just step up and vote on the name 
of Charles Dodge, which he was attempt­ 
ing to do when arrested. He says his vote 
did not go in, and he did not intend to 
swear it in.

They are formed for the purpose of enabling 
every citizen of the country to express his views 
freely, fairly and honestly w ith regard to the 
settled policy of the countrv and for the pur­ 
pose of enabling the vote of th at citizen to be 
fairly and honestly counted and announced.

the best interests of the whole people." |Ap- 
plausa.] 
We are here as citizens and Republicans to 
say that in the election of yesterday we did not 
lower the standard of the Republican party. We

A farmer residing on the Upper Stockton 
road sends us the following communica­ 
tion : 


E ds. R e c o rd -U n io n : While the Improve­ 
ment Association, or, rather, their Com­ 
mittee on Roads, are considering the im­ 
provement of streets, I would like to sug­ 
gest something in that line which would be 
a benefit to both city and country. A large 
proportion of the country travel comes 
over the Upper Stockton. Lower Stockton 
and Freeport roads, and in many cases 
those coming in from those portions of the 
county have business which renders it de­ 
sirable to come directly into the southern 
portion of the city. Ás the streets are 
graded at present, when the roads are bad 
they must come over to J street in order to 
conte in on the gravel, and then go back 
southward to their destination, or wade 
through the mud from Thirty-first street 
for fifteen or twenty blocks. If P street 
were faced with gravel, down as far as, say, 
Tenth street, those coming in from the 
countrv in that direction could have an op­ 
portunity of doing so on either side of the 
city they wished. Whatever builds up the 
surrounding country, builds up, also, the 
cilv, and nothing does more to aid in so 
doing than such roads as enable the farm­ 
ing community to take their products easily 
to market at all times of the year.
